TEETH 
and Your Health 


This is the Ninth of a series of articles published by 


the Outasamie Dental Society. Readers are invited to 
send hi their questions. They wfll be answered by quali- 
fied experts of the Dental Society. 


Dental Misconception 


That dental work should not be done during 


pregnancy. 
The long, tedious and exacting dental operations 


should not be done during the later months of preg- 
nancy, all cavities and developing gum tissue dis- 
ease should be given immediate attention. 
The 


mouth should be placed iu as good a condition as 
possible by a dentist during the early months. In- 
fected teeth may then be extracted. 


That every child costs the mother a tooth. 
Lack oi dental attention is in a large measure 


responsible for the breaking do-srn of dental tissue 
during pregnancy. The idea that no dental work 
should be done during this time, together \vith the 
belief that decay and loss of teeth is inevitable, has 
BO doubt been "responsible for this misconception. 


That if there is not enough calcium to form the 


bone and the teeth of the unborn child, the teeth of 
ths mother are decalcified to make up the de- 
ficiency. 
It must be borne in mind that the teeth during 


pregnancy always decay first on the outside, in 
those places most susceptible to decay. This is the 
part of the tooth farthest from the blood supply. 
If teeth Avere called upon to supply calcium for the 
unborn child they would be attacked from the in- 
side first, because that portion is most accessible 
to the blood stream. This never happens. It does 
not seem logical that nature should go about it in 
the roundabout v/ay of breaking dov.n tooth .struc- 
ture by means of the saliva, to be sv, allowed and 
then taken up by the blood stream in the irstvistincs: 
A glass of milk and any average diet surely contain 
inoi-e calcium than a tooth. 
Animals are known 


to go thru frequent pregnancies without loss of 
tcoth substance. Even the domesticated dog v»itli a 
litter of five or six puppies shows no tooth destruc- 
tion during this time. 


That diet dming pregnancy can have little to do 


with the teeth of the child because the child does not 
get teevh until he is at least six months old. 


Tooth formation begins about 60 days after con- 


ception, fully seven months before the child is born. 
Xea:-ly all of the crowns of baby teeth are already 
formed at birth and the first molar of the perma- 
nent ?et is beginning to form. The diet of the mother 
during the whole of this period must consist of 
food that has an adequate amount of tooth-building 
substances in it, particularly calcium and certain 
\ itamins.
